Hering When "Victim"

Crabs Weapon.
NORFOM Va., Dec. 7.-Sald to be

in love with the man on whose account
she once attempted suicide. and en-
raged because he bad neglected har
for more than a week, Mrs. Norn
Jackson. twenty-one years old, yes.
terday staged a near-tragedy In front
of police court when she drew f pistol
andattempted to shoot Joe L. white.

WeapMam IsaeL
She pulled the rigger, but White

aeised the weapen. and when the ham
mer fell, his thumb eaught 1k Beore
a second effort could be made to shoot.
the pistol was wrested tro Mrs.

I Jackson's grasp and she was placed
under arrest.

It was the same pistol with which
she shot herself nine months ago as a
result of a quarrel with White, she
said at the time.
Mrs. Jackson was at court to tes-

tify against mhite. who had been ar-
rested on a warrant sworn out by her.
charging assault and accusing him of
drugging her.
With her mother, Mrs. Z. T. Allen.

tshe was standing on the ridewalk.
'rhile White, with his attorney, J. L.
Mltchell was talking to friesi in the
lobby othe court. Suddenly, Mrs.
Jaekson said she wanted to talk to
"Joe." Against his own wishes, White
agreed to see her when asked to do so
by the lawyer.

Aimed 3 at Bst
As White reached the young wom-

an, she puled the pitol from her
cloak pocket and aimed it at White's
heart.
Andrew Stephens, Inspector of the

:health department, and Detective J.
W. Wiliam, who were standing near.
ipped to the aid of White and sue-

cseded in wresting the pistol from
Mrs. Jackson.
She was taken Into headquarters by

Sergeant Moore and Detectives Lidek
and WilUams. She collapsed as
charges of carrying a concealed
weapon and attempting to shoot White
were entered against her.
Because of the condition of Mrs.

Jackson. the case against White was
continued by Justice Simmons until

6today, when Mrs. Jackson also will be
arraigned.

It was learned from Mitchell that
Mrs. Jackson was at his office Mon-
day afternoon in an effort to have the
warrant against White withdrawn.
ihe tod the attorney she hoped to
narry Joe as soon as she had her free-
dom. She said they had a quarrel and
Joe gave her something to drink that
put her to sleep.
